The application has been amended as follows:

been inserted after the second occurrence of "electrodes".

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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are allowed for 
the reasons set forth on pages 7-8 of Applicants response of 7-30-07. The Examiner also points 
out the following references of interest: US 4826703 deposits coating particles from a charged 
nozzle onto a web supported by a roller utilizing a pair of electrodes between the nozzle and 
substrate to improve edge coating uniformity. US 4597533 discloses the use of electrode plates 
parallel to a sprayed atomized liquid paint stream from a charged nozzle to apply a uniform 
coating in a transverse direction. The references do not teach nor suggest the methods of 
independent claims 21 and 36 comprising arranging the nozzle electrode with extra electrodes 
all substantially in a plane to electrostatically apply a powder coating. It is the Examiner's 
opinion that the Stated Prior Art does not teach, nor fairly suggest to combine, the cited 
references to produce the invention in this Application.
